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BLACK LIBERATION ARMY COMMUNIQUE 

ON THE STRATEGIC ALLIANCE OF THE ARMED MILITARY FORCES OF 
THE REVOLUTIONARY NATIONALIST AND ANTI-IMPERIALI ST MOVE¬ 
MENT ~ 


November 5, 1981 

On October 20th, 1981 under the leadership of the Black 
Liberation Army, Black Freedom Fighters, and North Amer¬ 
ican Anti-Imperialists, all members of the Revolutionary 
Task Force, attempted expropriations of 1.6 million dol¬ 
lars from an armoured Brinks Truck. 

Brother Seku Odinga our comrade who was captured in 
Queens, was not involved in the Brinks incident. Sister 
Fulani Sunni-Ali, Chairperson of the Peoples Center Coun¬ 
cil of the Republic of New Afrika, was not involved in 
the Brinks incident in any fashion and is not a member of 
the Black Liberation Army. Eve Rosahn was not involved in 
the Brinks incident nor is she a member of the Revolution¬ 
ary Task Force. 

Although there have been historical differences between 
Black Revolutionary Freedom Fighters and North American 
Anti-Imperialists, there were over-riding events that 
called for this significant alliance. These events were: 

1. The killing of Black men in Buffalo. 

2. The collaboration of the KKK and the FBI in North 

...--Carolina and • the subsequent- disclosure of- Hill -Wil—— 

kinson as an FBI informant. 

3. 14 unsolved murders of Black women in Boston. 

4. The on-going murders of children in Georgia. 

5. The shooting of four Black women in Alabama. 

6. The stabbing deaths of Black men in New York City. 

7. The use of KKK, Police and the United States army as 

mercenaries in Dominica Invasion. 

8. The use of the Department of Parks by the KKK for 

its war re-enactment of para-military training. This 
is a clear indication of government support for right 
wing fascist military training. , 

9. The government assasination of Black activist Yulan- 

da Ward in Washington, D.C. ? 
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.10. The consistent use of mercenary forces in putting 
down the Miami Rebellion. 

Based upon an evaluation of these events and more a de¬ 
centralized intelligence strategy was embarked upon by 
the revolutionary forces to determine the capability to 
seperate rhetoric from real military action especially 
concerning the capability of vigilante armies and armies 
outside the United States military complex that can im¬ 
plement urban terror on the Black and Third World popula¬ 
tion and to assess the McCarthy-like period we are in, 
and to devise a response. 

An intensive 2 year investigation was embarked upon which 
has people who were living underground for years non¬ 
active in the military, reactivated and assigned to in¬ 
filtrate and assess the major fascist organizations. This 
investigation led them to the Klan in Connecticut and 
North Carolina to determine FBI and local police complic¬ 
ity. It led them to the so-called Christian community to 
determine their military preparedness in their drive for 
survival. 

It led them to investigate the international fascist net¬ 
work in North America and its tentacles into the Carribean 
citing the assasination of Walter Rodney and the complic¬ 
ity in toppling the Manley government in Jamaica. 

Facts stemming from this investigation are: 

1. That the Black population in North America is the 
number one focus of all the above organizations and 
forces. From their flyers to their targets used in 
shooting practice. 

2. The law enforcement agencies, from the local police, 
FBI, SS, CIA have directly through their allumnae or 
various associations outside their own structure 
have used federal money taken from LEAA budget to 
participate in said organizations through lending 
their expertise and financial backing and use of 
classified intelligence information on their ene¬ 
mies . 

3. Members of the ruling class have been used to back 
these organizations. John Connolly financed the mer¬ 
cenary plot against Dominica — H. Ross Perot finan-

FBI, and Justice Deoartment are the government's origin¬ 
ators of said nrogram. Reaganomics is to force the sur¬ 
vival of the Black and Third World population to a sit¬ 
uation where the apartheid system will be the norm in 
urban communities. And to put blue and white collar 
workers into law enforcement related situations thereby 
having control over the system as a whole. 


The Revolutionary Armed Task Force assessed that the 
time to respond was now. It could not longer be a wait 
and see program. The normal process of watchdog comm¬ 
ittees that generally halt these conspiracies such as 
the NAACP, the Urban League, Klar. Watch have been 
ineffective in exposing the true nature of the crisis. 

The fact that the Black Liberation Army had interwoven 
into the fiber of the Black community in clandestinity 
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allowed the Array to have a finger on the pulse of the 
Black community as well as on the Anti-imperialist move¬ 
ment. The left movement has emnhasized its work against 
the pro-nuciear forces and works within the Eourgeois 
framework. They are unprepared to understand the fact 
that they have been targeted and are therefore incapable 
of responding. The lack of response by progressive 
people to the Moral Msiority has allowed for a right 
wing backlash against all women. 



In a terroristic show r of military force, 200 FBI 
and SWAT officers armed with four tanks, two hel¬ 
icopters and automatic weapons, storm the resi¬ 
dence of the above ground organization committed 
to Black Liberation, the Provisional Government 
of the Republic of Mew Afrika. All those arrested 
in this attack on the Gallman, Missisipoi farm¬ 
house, including Sister Fulani Sunni-Ali, are 
Idter released. 


On the other'nand the Black community response to the 
propaganda and conditions by resisting at the basic 
level of survival, the astronomical amount of law 
enforcement films, the blatant average american racist 
disrespect of Black people and the conditions illustra¬ 
ted from talk shows to editorials the passive wait and 
see attitude toward the effects of Reagonomics on Black 
and poor peon]e i]lustrated to us that the time to 





respond and stop the flow of fascist racist repression 
is now and in this period. One clear fact is that all 
racist organizations are financed. Different from the 
1960's and early 70's when Black people offered its 
money, checks and funds to enhance the public resistance 
to racism, these jobs are_no longer available to Black 
people. Black peonle have no control over their comm¬ 
unities. Jobs do not exist, welfare lines are longer. 

The money to feed the handicapped, the aged, the un¬ 
employed all have been cut. The lack of respect for 
the elders in the Black community, the l'ow level of 
nationalist programs have had our youth to take the 
programs of oppression and insecurities as human be¬ 
ings to inflict petty viscious crimes internally. We 
oppose such crimes and since we understand the condi¬ 
tions that create these situations the Revolutionary 
Armed Task Force decided that: 

1. The masses in the urban areas must develop peoples 
self-defense units to defend themselves NOW ! 

2. Programs are needed to set positive revolutionary 
examples for our youth, must be developed in practise 
and in theory NOW ! 

3. The urgancy to accumulate millions cf dollars under 
the political control of the most advanced revolu¬ 
tionary elements for the use of various types of 
programs in the communities from cultural, child 
care to health care must be secured NOW I 

A. There will be no BLACK HOLOCAUST. It will be the 
motivation and determination of the combatants in 
the field to prevent such an occurance. There we say: 

The comrades who are in jail are not criminals, they are 
Prisoners of War, and they are HEROES. They are heroes 
struggling against facism,. racism and imperialism. The . , 

Black combatants follow in the tradition of Denmark 
Vessey, Nat Turner, Mark Essex, Ahmed Evens, Harriet 
Tubman,. Twyraan Meyers and all those who have stopped the 
flow of uncontested violence and repression of the Black 
community. The white combatants follow in the tradition of 
John Brown who organized masses of white people to fight 
against slavery and repression. 

Even though this particular military battle failed the 
goals should always set the example, for our youth and 
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true revolutionaries. To set the record straight; WE HAVE 
NEVER SHOT OR KILLED ANYONE WITH THEIR HANDS IN THE AIR 
WHILE SURRENDERING. We have not kicked in doors with guns 
In hand to murder sleeping people. Even though we knew 
where many children and families of the law enforcement 
agencies live we have never charged the wife for the 
crime of the husband nor attacked innocent children. 

— We charge the Black community to relinquish their 
fear of the enemy and to stop robbing each other and to 
go to the fascist multi-national coroorations where the 
risk is the same and the act more political. 

— We charge the intellectual aspects of the Black com¬ 
munity to come forward and clearly identify this era of 
Black Resistance to imperialism and colonialism and in¬ 
terpret the current events in the Black community. 

— We charge the artist to create a clear presenta¬ 
tion of our conditions where ever they can. 

— We charge the Black and progressive press to do the 
investigation of our intelligence reports to celebrate 
the factual information from our heroes. To speak of the 
Geneva accords in relations to our Prisoners of War. 

To all conscious Black and Third World people remain dil¬ 
igent — if you don't intend to fight don't be afraid to 
speak and resist. 

To our comrades in Azania/Scuth Afrika who we have aided 
politically, economical]v, and militarily our continued 
support is assured. 

We send solidarity t,o all members of the Revolutionary 
Armed Task Force. 

THE BODY AND MIND OF MTAYARI SHABAKA SUNDIATA (s/n Samuel 
Smith) WILL NOT BE LAID TO REST IN VAIN. WE WILL CONTINUE

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Berlin Squatting Demonstration 

[The following two articles are excerpts from letters 
written during late summer 1981 by a Canadian participant 
in the west gefman autonomist/squatters movement.] 

SQUATTING IN BERLIN/HAIG DEMO 

August 2, 1981. 

Did I tell you about the communications centre that the 
autonomous movement is building here? Last night there 
was a party at the centre for a woman political prison- 
er type here in dusseldorf that just got out of prison. 
Anyway the party was really cool. All these freak auton¬ 
omous youth were there. It was fucking great! This centre 
they've got is so cool. All over the walls are these great 
paintings. There's a massive one with some people burning 
an american flag that says 'death to u.s. imperialism' 
on it. There’s also one of a revolutionary RAF, BR type 
star with a molotov in the middle of it. So there was 
lots of dancing and music and things. Doesn't sound 
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terribly revolutionary maybe, but it'? good for all the 
people in the movemen't to get together and just groove 
every once in a while. 

Part way through the party there was a theatre performance 
by a group that lives at the squat and is part of one or 
more living collectives here. The group is called 
SUBVERSIV and they were pretty righteous. They did a few 
performances about male-female relations, female-female 

3nd about dru 8 heads in the movement. And then 
they oid a performance about two people being controlled 
like marionnettes and then the two puppet people strike 
down their controllers. And finally there was one about 
a new gas the pigs will use at the next big demo in 
germany. Anyway this gas is some stuff that was also used 
in Vietnam, the kind that makes you feel like you can’t 
breath and you start throwing up and stuff. 

There is a very large women’s presence in the scene here. 

It isn t dominated by men at all. It’s very cool. The men 
are or they seem to be concerned with smashing the macho, 
un eeling male stereotype role. The women are naturally 
really intimate in the way they hug and kiss each other 
when they greet each other. The thing that is really 
beautiful is that the men are this way too. It’s already 
taught me alot about relations between people and that 
men don t have to be cold and cool. Cool in the sense of 
thinking that they are above this thing of touching each 
other and being close. It’s natural that people should 
be that way to each other especially to the ones they 
ove. I know that in this society men and women are never 
going to be able to have relationships that are complete¬ 
ly equal and devoid of any influence from the way we are 
conditioned to behave but this is of course no reason 
for men not to get their qct together by themselves 
especially if they want to work on politics and other 
things with women. 

The way these people live here is really neat. They don’t 
have any personal property and they all sleep together 
in one room just like a big family. It’s like they don't 
have any hangups and it shows in their life.

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September 16, 1981 

There have been four actions 
by the RAF in the past weeks. 
First there was the burning 
of the yankee military base 
(headquarters) in ramstein. 
The next day there was a sup¬ 
port action against the SPD 
(social democratic party) of¬ 
fice in bonn. About two days 
after t'nc anti-haig demo, the 
nato general was almost as¬ 
sassinated and then yesterday 
tvro bombs were found before 
they exploded in a train sta¬ 
tion that was used frequently 
by the military. The assasin- 
ation attempt was carried out 
by commando gudrun ennslin 
and the communique came out 
yesterday but I haven't read 
it yet. So now the newspapers 
are talking a lot again about 


Squat in Hanau the terrorist and the strain¬ 

ed german-american relations. 
Tue mayor of berlin went to Washington yesterday to 
te.^r president reagan that the demonstrators do not 
represent what the people of berlin really think about 
the americans. 


The housing movement is getting very heavy here in berlin 
and things are just about to happen. In mid—august the 
Christian democrats who are in power in berlin announc¬ 
ed that nine houses must be vacated by the end of the 
month. But when ^tuwat' (a large housing demonstration) 
happened, the Christian democrats didn't do it because 
i think they were scared. But now it is official and all 
the papers say they will try to evict us by the end of 
the month. An ultimatum has been issued - leave or be 
forced out by the poLice and face criminal charges. Of 
course no one will leave on their own. When vou are ar¬ 
rested in an occupied house, you are charged with haus- 
friedensbruck — breaking the peace of the house. There 
was a woman arrested for it in the spring along with a

Let's break our isolation. Frankness nsa been our power ail along 

number ofothers who were released on bail. But she is 
prison even though she didn't do anything dif¬ 
ferent from the others. As you know, the pigs can say 
you ve done something you never did and you can't do 
anything about it because you won't win in court. It's 
a drag if someone from the house has to stay in prison 
t ^ ie trial starts because it could take anywhere up 
to a year. The pigs can also charge you with paragraph 
129, that is, supporting or forming a terrorist organ¬ 
ization, or supporting or forming a criminal organizatioi 




Berlin Anti-Haig Demonstration 13.9.81 
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The most interesting thing that's happened lately was 
the haig demo last suhday. We are called the chaotics by 
the media and their propaganda against us is totally 
fierce and super-reactionary. You'd be sick if you read 
it. But berlinis burning as shown by the riots at the 
anti-haig demo and will continue to burn when the people 
start getting pushed out of their houses. Being in a 
street riot - krawal - in german, is quite an experience. 


Burning Barricade at Winterfels Platz 

The anti-haig demo was just the hugest thing. Even the 
straight press admitted that there were over fifty thou¬ 
sand so you can imagine the varying types of people who 
were there. The demo ended officially at winterfels platz 
but the 'chaotics' had other things in mind. We wanted 
to go to the courthouse which is several blocks beyond 
the official^end of the demo. Supposedly haig was there. 

But there is a one mile restricted area around the court¬ 
house that you can't enter during a demo or the pigs 
would come after you. It's not really a mile but it's 
just called that. So after all these speeches at winter¬ 
fels platz, we started marching down the street towards 
the border of the restricted area. People linked arms to 
make it harder for the pigs to get them All these freaks, 
can you dig it, some with helmets and leathers, practically 
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everybody with their faces covered, and some with masks. 

As we walked, people gathered stones from the edges of the 
sidewalk. The edges of the sidewalks are laid with these 
small throwing-size rocks that are very easy to dig up 
and make rioting much easier. And everyone was shouting 
"duetschland, deutschland alles ist forbei " which means 
all is over so doom is at'hand or something like that. 

Finally we get to the beginning of the restricted area 
and the pigs are standing across the street ready to go. 

I wasn't at the front at this time so l'm'"not clear as to 
how it started, whether we threw rocks first or if they 
threw tear gas, but it doesn't really matter. All of a 
sudden peonle came running back to escape the tear gas. 
There's always alot of unnecessary running because people 
begin to freak out at nothing really although sometimes 
it's hard not to do it yourself. People have lemons and 
lemon juice that you put all over your face scarf to 
protect you from the tear gas. I'm not sure how it works 
but it does. Then I went up to the front and got in a few 
good throws. I probably didn't hit anything but it feels 
so good to be standing in a big group of all these cool 
people across the street from the pigs and just to be able 
to huck rocks at them. It's a totally great feeling. Soon 
after this the pigs made a rush at us and I wound up back 
on the main street we had walked up. Here things were 
really hopping. People had built a massive barricade and 
lit it on fire. As the pigs moved their vans and a water 
tank towards the barricade we began stoning them but 
eventually the tank put the fire out and the pigs made 
another advance. Meanwhile a guy is trying tc drive his 
car up the street honking his horn like mad. This doesn't 
go over too well with the 'chaotics'. His car is hit with 
sticks and numerous rocks were thrown through his windows. 
It was some kind of expensive mercedes car. 

By now another barricade had been built further down the 
street that people could find safety behind. A whole row 
of billboards had been tom down and then lit on fire to 
build the barricade. It was quite a huge fire and very 
hot. Meanwhile another barricade was being made beside 
a church and a sort of concert was going on with sticks 
and other objects being pounded on big metal drums. Some¬ 
times when the pigs start to pound their riot sticks on 
the backs of their shields to terrorize us, we start to 
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-ulice action against squatters in Berlin. 

Opposite: Police arresting squatter, 
pound two rocks together and the combination of the two 
makes quite a sound. We held out behind this barricade 
for quite some time. I walked around and scouted things 
out cause there wasn't much to do. You could stand behind 
the barricade and throw rocks at the water tank or even 
go beyond it but it's no fun throwing rocks at this tank 
that doesn t respond in any way but just keeps moving 
forward. 


I went back to winterfels platz where a trailer had been 
turned over as a barricade. Some yans loaded with pigs 
started to come down the street so a few of us got out 
with rocks when some of the pigs got out of the vans, we 
chased them all back to the end of the street, about 5 or 
6 vans worth. POWER ! It was too cool. 

As it got later we decided not to go back to the main action 
ecause the later it gets, the easier it is to get caught 




as our ranks are depleted. It seems in these street fights 
most of the people get caught on their way home and not 
during the actual fighting. There were so many pigs 
around, if we looked like, we were going back towards the 
fight we could have been caught very easily. 

It's hard to really describe something like this street 
fight properly cause there's so much going on at once 
that you can only describe it from your own point of 
view. It's not a spontaneous thing anymore. I'm certain 
that most people who were involved at the anti-haig demo 
knew that something like this was going to happen. It 
almost seems pointless to just- fight on the street with 
the pigs when you know that you're going to lose and the 
pigs are expecting it and they have all their undercover 
pigs involved, although it does promote militancy among 
the people. If there were thousands and thousands of people 



doing it, I guess the whole city could be wrecked, but 
then they would just call in the army and the rioters 
would still lose in some way. So maybe it's better to 
be doing other things that they don't expect and can't 
contain so easily. Hopefully people are looking at this 
question and trying to decide what to do. 
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Scenes from riots in West Berlin on Sept. 23 & 24, 
following the eviction of squatters and the death 
of 18 yr. old demonstrator Klaus Jurgen Rattay 
(photo next page). Protests and riots also took 
place in numerous other West German cities, inclu¬ 
ding Bremen, Munich, Freiburg, Hannover, Goetting- 
gen^ Bonn and Nuremberg. 

September 23/81 

Good to hear from you again...One thing I should say here 
is that you should definitely get spiegel from sept. 28. 

I think you always get it anyway but this one for sure. 
The one article that begins - Achting, actung sie haben 
etc. is an article about the events during the police 
eviction of the first of the nine squatted houses the cdu 
had threatened to evict earlier. The european newsweek of 
oc *-* 15th also has an article called the battle of west 
berlin. 


Anyways it's basically total lies. I mean I always knew 
that these pigs lied about things but you never really 
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know it properly until you are involved with something or 
near enough to it to.know the truth. Almost every fact in 
the report is total shit. Read the opposite and you get a 
clearer picture of the truth. First of all the schoneberg 
section of berlin isn t run down, all the houses aren't 
in schoneberg, they are spread all through the city, and 
t ey aren t all dilapidated. But this is nothing to what 
comes next, lummer held a press conference in one of the 
houses just after it had been evicted - what a pig eh.' - 
and you could see clearly on.the tv repqrt that the peo¬ 
ple outside were being non-violent, no riot was taking 
place, just shouting about lummer and the police action, 
etc. The police were surrounding the house where lummer 
was, but there was no riot going on. The police then 
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chased the people away down the street towards the cross 
street until some were over the cross street and others 
were on it. The light was green on the cross street and 
a bus coming through, upon seeing the chaos happening, 
began to speed up apparently to get away from it. It is 
quite clear that klaus [Klaus Jurgen Rattay] was on the 
street in the intersection with his back to the bus and 
when he saw the bus at the last second really tried to 
protect himself or jump on the bus to avoid being wiped 
out. I think at this point the bus sped up further and 
he was crushed under it. The official police story is 
somewhat different and it seems they've even changed 
their story a number of times. So much for the truth 
these days.

WOMEN AGAINST IMPERIALISTIC WAR 

It is important for us to begin developing a discussion 
with women because we know that our liberation is only 
possible through the combination of the fight against 
patriarchial, sexist structures and the fight against the 
state and the imperialistic system. 

We want to find and develop our own strength together 
with other women, but we also want to nut our strength 
into action to fight for a revolution which creates liv¬ 
ing conditions for all people. These ideas have existed 
since the beginning of the womens' movement , which is 
for us our history, and we want to combine this with our 
experiences of the last years and the political situation 
today. 

We don't want competition with men which is as old as the 
relations of power between man and woman. We don't want 
to compete with men and thus refuse to discuss and fight 
just because men fight. But we also don't like to justify 
why we want to organise ourselves as women autonomously. 

We are tired of being reduced to the so-called "natural 
attributes" of women, for example being peaceful, being 
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mediator, the eternal mothers and social workers who work 
for peace between intomnatable contradictions. We want to 
attack, we want to be angry and militant. We are not pa¬ 
cifists because we don't see that peace exists here or 
elsewhere in the world and we can't plead for peace but 
must, instead, fight and destroy the reasons for wars and 
the 'cemetary silence'. 

That's why we have to talk about imperialistic wars and 
the preparations for a third world war. ^at's why we 
v have to talk now about the politics of the United States, 
NATO and the SPD (Social Democratic Party). 

* 

Lets start with us and our experiences with the SPD: 

In the last 10 years women tried to take responsibility 
for their own lives through the campaign against 218 
(abortion) and many other projects. The SPD played an im¬ 
portant role in paralysing our attempts and struggles. 
They wanted to nacify us through giving us a rotten com¬ 
promise instead of the total abolition of 218. They 
turned a lot of women into social workers for the state 
by integrating and partially financing specific womens' 
projects. 

This policy of the SPD is systematic in its attempt to 
create a controlled society which is based on consump¬ 
tion, BKA-control (Federal Criminal Office) , bourgeois 
emancipation and isolation of people. But this policy 
works only when there is enough money which means when 
the capitalists make enough profits and when the resis¬ 
tance against this policy is not strong or when the re- 
, sistance becomes destroyed. The SPD has never stopped 
using methods of separation and destruction against 
those who cannot be reached through the methods of am¬ 
nesty, pacification and integration. If the SPD is under 
attack, Helmut Schmidt reacts in the same way as Franz 
Josef Strauss. This was demonstrated in October 1977 
when Andreas, Gudrun, Jan and Ingrid in Stammheim were 
murdered. 

The policy of the SPD to pacify and buy people with con¬ 
sumption fails also if the money for that isn't there. 

And daily we can see the prices rising which means that 
the money is devaluing. And the media prepares us for 
the world economic crises. 
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The major part of our richness doesn't come from the ex¬ 
ploitation of the pedple here but from the resources, the 
work and the life of the neonle in the third world. It is 
not our oil that we use for heating, driving and chemical 
products. The material for our clothes comes very seldom 
from Europe or the USA. The metals for pots, cars, air¬ 
planes, military equipment etc comes mainly from Africa 
and other continents. 

The people of the third world are tired of being robbed 
and exploited by Americans and other capitalists. That's 
why the liberation struggles are growing. And our money 
devalues because the NATO states put more money into mil¬ 
itary equiptment to militarily destroy the liberation 
movements and to arm themselves for an atomic war with 
the Soviet Union. 

The SPD wants to show itself as a peace party and a med¬ 
iator to pacify the US government. But in reality it ef¬ 
fectively administers US interests in West-Germany which 
is a colony of the US since 1945. (Today in West-Germany 
there are still 235,000 US soldiers.) The SPD covertly 
implements the imperialistic policy of the US, for exam¬ 
ple, the project to create a uniform West-Europe under 
West-German/US control. It is dangerous nonsense to think 
that the basis for the uniform state apparatus in Europe 
is national capital which is in competition with the USA. 
Who owns the most capital in the world - the five biggest 
oil companies? All of them are US owned. The atomic com¬ 
panies couldn't build one nuclear plant without US per¬ 
mission and US capital. There are a lot more examples, 
one has only to study the newspapers. 

Another example of the policy of the SPD within the con¬ 
text of imperialistic policy is it's task to give 'for¬ 
eign aid' to Turkey. (Kissinger in February 1980: "Europe 
plays a role in some areas of the world in which it is 
too difficult for the USA.") After the fall of the Shah, 
Turkey is the "bridge" of NATO to the oil resources. 

There are 26 NATO-US military bases which can be used 
only if Turkey is 'pacified'. That means that the SPD, 
under the leadership of finance minister Mattoefer, co¬ 
ordinates western 'aid', economically, militarily and 
politically for a fascist military reigme. The leaders 
of the Turkish secret police are trained by BKA special- 
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ists and in military universities, how to create Chilen- 
ian conditions in Turkey. But the Turkish resistance is 
strong. 

And Turkey is only one example of many in the world, 
where the NATO states have to put in their money, mili- ; 
tary, secret services but still can't destroy the resis¬ 
tance of the people. 



The capitalist countries become more and more surrounded 
That s why NATO is forced to prepare for a new dimension 
of war and at the same time to militarize the metropolis 
societies by conditioning people here for such a war and 
destroying all internal resistance. In the last years the 
SPD perfected and completed this militarisation more 
thoroughly than any other NATO country: emergency laws 
and interior-security' laws, homogenization of the media, 
conditioning through psychological warfare, extensive fi¬ 
ling of people into the BKA computer, police searches, 
training for the protection of civilians, public military 
parades, new NATO treaties to increase military equipt- 
ment, nuclear power plants, etc... In the same context 
stands the states suggestion that women reach the highest 
step of bourgeois emancipation by integrating with the 
army, with NATO. 


The militarization means war against us, against the Ger- 
man people to prevent their resistance; it means a great- 
er ability to conduct war against the people of the third 
* orld; it: means the preparation of the 'final solution' 
for every resistance against the imperialistic US system 
<- irough the atomic destruction of the Soviet Union. 
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It is necessary to learn more about these war prepara¬ 
tions. We can't clos^our eyes because we are convenient¬ 
ly afraid, unbelieving, or frightened. The NATO nlans for 
these war preparations are relatively easy to get in West 
Germany - compared with other European countries - for 
example, parts were published in newspapers. 

It is important to know the enemy in order to most accur¬ 
ately aim and attack, otherwise every resistance remains 
helpless, ineffectual or incapable of developing. 

Since 1945 a plan has existed for the atomic destruction 
of the Soviet Union but wasn’t carried out because 
Soviet Union was already destroyed by the Nazis, especi¬ 
ally in areas where the most people lived and the great- ■ 
est industries existed - and so the USA decided that this 
blow was no longer necessary. In the 1970's this plan ap¬ 
peared again and was developed. Look at the autumn man¬ 
oeuvres of NATO - Wintex, Hilex, Autumn Forge - every 
year: read the NATO paper of December 1979 - in existance 
since 1977 - containing treaties to increase the amount 
of military equiptment; look at the stationing and aim of 
the cruise missiles; and finally look to the very clear

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conception of "forward-defense". 

To sav it in a different way: the preparation for the 
'final solution' (the atomic destruction of the Soviet 
Union and with it the destruction of a protective shield 
and support for liberation movements) hasn't only existed 
since the fall of the Shah or the so-called Afganistan 
crises, it is only discussed more publically in order to 
condition the people more directly. _

tempted kidnapping of Ponto, is still want¬ 
ed by the police. 


For many years the SPD has made war against those who re¬ 
sist against the state, most clearly and repressively 
against the inprisoned guerillas. These prisoners were 
the first who realized and fought and, indeed, who still 
fight, against the preparations of imperialism. Since the 
beginning of their fight in 1970 the aim of the RAF (Red 
Army Faction) has been to try to prevent a third world 
war and to end imperialistic wars in a revolutionary way. 
The starkest confrontation in West-Germanv takes place in 
the nrison where political prisoners are exposed to dir¬ 
ect state violence by which the state attempts to system¬ 
atically destroy resistance. 

Since 1970 torture by isolation - the obvious weapon of a 
highly developed technologv/rich state and a SPD govern¬ 
ment - has been conducted against these prisoners in or¬ 
der to isolate people from their context, their collecr- 
tive and to break their political identity. In case this 
weapon doesn't work, due to the prisoners' resistance and 
/or our outside support, the SPD has other means - inclu¬ 
ding murder, as we know. There is no reason to be aston¬ 
ished or to lament. The only thing we can do is to find 
out why and how we can fight against the state. This, be¬ 
cause we know that this state supported the US mercenary 
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Shah's SAVAK and America's genocide of the Vietnamese 
people. Only here in the centre, the metropolis, the 
state's oppression does not show itself so openly, as 
long as we remain ignorant,. pacified by consumerism and 
neither curious, vigilant nor resistant. 

This ridiculous oppulence-we live in isn't provided by 
the corananies and their state apparatus to enlarge our. 
possibilities to be human beings. The profits are made 
for a more perfect production of destruction: nuclear 
power plants: military equipment; a chemical industry 
which destroys us with its work conditions, its waste 
and its products; a communication system, with its prom¬ 
ise of growing possibilities, which is used to fill our 
heads with garbage and lies and to paralyze our minds 
and feelings; and houses which are objects for specula¬ 
tion and no living places for us. 


Yet there is no reason for us to wish ourselves back 
into the middle ages or the conditions of the tribal 
people. No reason to envy the peoples of the 3rd world 
for the simplicity of their lives and the clearness of 
the fronts in their fight. There is also no reason to 
condemn them for difficulties or mistakes in their 
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fight. The very richness here, which on one hand can 
destroy us in every aspect of our life, gives us on the 
other hand a particular opportunity no people in the 3rd 
world possess. We don't need to fight with all our 
strength to organize something to eat. And so especially 
we : as women have a particular opportunity. For example 
women in Nambia or Angola have to make different decis¬ 
ions in their fight than we do. If the South African army 
comes these women can't tell their men, "We have to first 
consider ourselves, think of what we want as women and so 
we can't fight with you (men)." If there is hunger it 
is not possible to sit down and talk about contradictions 
t o men.

We here in West-Oermanv can - indeed, we think it is nec¬ 
essary and correct. We have the opportunity to organize 
ourselves independently from men, to change ourselves and 
to develop our own strength. Our fight stands for libera¬ 
tion of the whole human being, with all his/her abilities, 
not only naked existance. There are special opportunities 
that we have because of our richness and high standard of 
technology. But this means also a special responsibility. 

Our fight for liberation is only then true and honest, if 
we not only think about ourselyes, about our liberation 
but also that we fight for the liberation of all oppress¬ 
ed people. 
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Again one example: there is no revolutionary state; a 
state always means' at the same time an apparatus of op¬ 
pression, control and*delegation of power. For people in 
the 3rd world, however, there is no possibility to abol¬ 
ish the state by reaching national independence. For ex¬ 
ample Mozambique cannot dissolve it’s state apparatus easi 
ly because of its economic, political and military posi¬ 
tion (close to South Africa, part of an international 
state system, dependent on the world market) . This would 
mean to disarm totally at the same time. Yet for us in 
the metropolis (which means Europe or the USA) it is a 
real and correct perspective to destroy in our revolution 
the state apparatus without building a new one. As we 
live in the centre of imperialism, the international 
power system, our destruction of this system would mean 
that no longer would we have to demarcate or defend our¬ 
selves as is now the case. After the destruction of the 
international power system, the people of the 3rd world 
would also not need a state apparatus. 

We have specific opportunities and responsibilities in 
our fight. This means we have to develop our skills and 
strengths as women, and put these into action to destroy 
power in general and the imperialistic system. 

This struggle is difficult, for there are no examples, 
but in the process of fighting and succeeding we liberate 
ourselves truly. 

FINAL STATEMENT FROM THE 
2nd OF JUNE MOVEMENT 


, Printed here is the translation of the final statement 
J made by the 2nd of June Movement on the dissolving of the 
Movement and its continuation as Red Army Fraction. This 
statement is without question authentic, since it was 
substantiated by Gabriele Rollnick (2nd June) in a state¬ 
ment made in a West German court where she is on trial. 

The statement deals with the strategy & tactics of the 
2nd of June Movement & Red Army Fraction in the past & 
the proposed future strategy of the RAF. It is addressed 
to the Left in Western Europe. 
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The comparison made between Lorenz (2nd of June 1975) & 
Schlejer (Red Army Fraction 1977) kidnap actions points 
to the different strategic intentions of the two actions, 
both carried out to achieve the freeing (for the first 
and only time in the FRG) of five political prisoners is 
here discussed in retrospect and certain self-criticisms 
made. 

The party-political nature of Lorenz's position is com¬ 
pared to that of Schleyer, as head of the Federation of 
German Industrialists (German CBI) and his importance for 
international capital in the FRG. 

It is also stated that the choice of prisoners to be 
freed should have been different, and should have been 
those in Stammheim because of the political orientation 
their resistance had mobilized nationally & internation¬ 
ally & the point of struggle that had been arrived at in 
the FRG at that time. 

The statement goes on to discuss the probability of atom¬ 
ic war to be waged on European soil on behalf of the US. 
It carries a warning for the Left in Western Europe not 
to be misled by the war-scare preparations of US imperi¬ 
alism in alliance with the capitalist European countries 
under the lie of "Soviet expansionism" into a preoccupa¬ 
tion with the "external threat" - instead to recognise 
the aggressive intentions of US strategy & its potential 
for counter-revolution against the Third World and inter¬ 
nally within Western Europe. To crush and neutralise all 
internal political opposition through "war fear" and to 
polarise it on the side of imperialism. 


STATEMENT OF THE 2nd OF JUNE MOVEMENT , • 

After 10 years of armed struggle we want to critically 
reflect our history & explain why today we say: we are 
dissolving the 2nd of June Movement as an organization, 
to continue the anti-imperialist struggle in the RAF as 
RAF. 

The 2nd of June Movement was founded in contradiction to 
the RAF with a foggy intention of "spontaneous proletari¬ 
an politics". The revolutionary theory, the analysis of 
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contradictions - from only which the strategy & tacticjs, 
continuity & perspective of the struggle can be developed 
- we held as unimportant & just "laid loose", with the 
aim of "turning on" the youth. So our practice was deter¬ 
mined by the question - what turns on - and not by the 
question where are the real contradictions, the frictions 
within the imperialist strategy, which we have to attack. 

Inge Viett, founding member 
of the 2nd June Movement. Ar¬ 
rested in 1975 in Berlin, 
with Ralf Reinders and Juli- 
anne Plambeck, she was char¬ 
ged with participation in the 
kidnapping of CDU politician 
Peter Lorenz. Her name was 
amongst those of 53 prisoners 
whose release was demanded 
during the hi-jack of a 
French airliner by the PFLP 
in June '76. which ended with 
the Israeli raid on Entabbe. 
Inge escaped from Moabit pri- , 
son in West Berlin on July 7, 
1976. She has been recently 
(12.7.81) identified by the 
French police as the women 
who had shot and seriously 
wounded a Paris cop the week 
before. [Info from Black Flag] 


The Movement was a supposed alternative to the RAF, as a 
possibility for those comrades for whom the fight with no 
compromise was too much. 

That has produced 10 years of division, comoetition & 
disorientation amongst the Left as well as the guerilla, 
and has hindered our own revolutionary process. 

Our acrions were therefore operated on populist lines 
without giving political orientation, without achieving a 
mobilization against the strategy of the pigs. 

It can never be tne job of the guerilla to please the 
population to get their applause, but to become the front 
line - in a country where neo-fascism and a social demo- 







cracy dependent upon US imperialism has robbed the work¬ 
ing class of every proletarian organization - to escalate 
the central political contradictions through armed attack, 
to drive the state into political crises. 

The urban guerilla can only be: the political dynamite in 
the imperialist wall, the catalyst which stretches the 
gap between society and state to the breaking point - ie 
revolutionary politics - in which mobilisation becomes a 
proletarian, anti-imperialist organization, and the power 
ratio swings to our side. 

The political attack - materialised through the weapon - 
will always be a victory even then when the operation is 
defeated militarily, because it anticipates and initiates 
the above process. 

The continuity of the guerilla is seen in its strategy 
despite heavy military defeats.

Today 
we can freely criticise our most important action. In it 
are all the mistakes we have committed for 10 years, and 
from which we have learned.

The USA and its accomplices know that their next stra 
tegic defeat in any region of the world will take them 
on the rails of final defeat. 

The "post Vietnam-era" the attempt to regain a political 
-economic strategy from the defensive, following their 
political-military defeat of US imperialism in Vietnam - 
has after a chain of events from Angola to Kampuchea, 
collapsed in Iran. 
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The politics of imperialism are 
now seeking the military solu¬ 
tion,' which it can't achieve - 
and in its preparations for total 
destruction is showing its true 
self. 

A new and probably last strate¬ 
gic, military defeat in the 3rd 
World, is to be prevented through 
the unleashing of. war in Europe, 
which from the beginning has been 
concreved as an atomic war. The 
theory of "limited war" is a per¬ 
verse new variation. 


The war preparations are not aimed at dividing the world 
between imperialist partners. Its context is revolution 
or counter-revolution - and this is the part of the con¬ 
frontation in which the decision will fall. 

The decision of the international confrontation will ul¬ 
timately be reached in the metropolis, as the victorious 
movements, which have become states, haye to consolidate 
themselves in the East-West conflict, as long as the im¬ 
perialist centres can blackmail them militarily and 
through their dependence on the world market. 

It is whether the content of the total world revolution¬ 
ary nrocess — destruction of the state, self determina¬ 
tion, identity - which in the struggle for communism 
within the metropoles has in recent years achieved a 
rineness and a social meaning — materialises itself - or 
never.

UNITY IN THE ANTI-IMPERIALIST ARMED STRUGGLE

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LIVERPOOL RIOTS 

The following interview gives us a greater understand¬ 
ing of the conditions from which the Liverpool riots 
during the summer of '81 developed and also describes 
some tactics used by the rioters. 

Caroline is a teacher who lives in one of the more run¬ 
down areas of Liverpool.. .she is active in the local 
socialist feminist community, particularly in the 
"Beyond the Fragments" discussion group. 

On the first night of rioting, Caroline was at home and 
heard the sounds of rioting coming from the streets. At 
first she decided she didn’t want to get involved, but 
then thought fuck this, I'm going out to see what's 
going on. 

R - What was the police response to the rioting? 

C - Well it depended upon which place you were in. One 
of the reasons the looting happened was that not a 
single cop was on the street in most other areas of 
Liverpool. Certainly in the areas where they were 
being attacked they were finding it very difficult 
to fight back, were loosing and knew they were 
loosing. But any situation where they could get an 
individual, they were being very violent and beating 
them up. They're not armed but do use truncheons. 

So they run out, attack someone and then run back 
to their group again. They were trying to arrest 
people. I certainly heard of people who were beaten 
up after being arrested once they got to the police 
station. 

R - I would think the frustration on their part would 
be very high from the report I heard of the youth 
who was killed. The police officer drove his car 
over this person and the report says it happened 
because the cop was frustrated. What about the media 
coverage? Do you think that has contributed to any 
extent? 

C - I would imagine it helped the rioting spread but I'm 
surprised at the small cities that took part; small 
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Police line and people's barricade during Liverpool riot. Each of the fol¬ 
lowing photographs in this article are from the summer '81 riots in Liver¬ 
pool . 
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places that you wouldn’t normally hear of. And I 
imagine in different'cities, there are different 
reasons for it starting off, but alot of it is just 
that frustration and knowing that you're not going 
to get a job. While in most areas it’s been the black 
youth who have started the situation, it's also been 
white youth who know that they're never going to get 
a job in their lives. 



R - Did you live in the area where the xioting took place? 

C - Yes. 

R - What is it like - poor conditions? 

C - It's an inner city, working class area which is 

predominantly multi-racial. It's one of the oldest 
black communities in Britian. So there haven't seen 
very many recent immigrants and alot of the blacks 
have inter-married and see themselves very much as 
living in poverty and that's why they find the ques¬ 
tion of racism all that much worse since they feel 
they've contributed to the city. Some families have 
been there for over 200 years. Alot of large houses 
that used to be the merchant houses when Liverpool 
was a slave trading port have been taken over as 
multiple tenancy. There's quite a few students living 
there. It's quite a mixed area, but run-down and pre¬ 
dominantly working class. 

R - I suppose the social services were poor? 

C — There are some social services but they're not aim- 
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ed at the younger people. The community centres are 
aimed at ethnic minorities but they tend to be places 
to socialize and drink. There aren't facilities for 
young people but it's also the thing about jobs. For 
instance 1 million pounds was just spent planting trees 
in one of the main streets. The contract went to 
workers outside Liverpool and not a single person in 
Liverpool was employed even though it was a huge 
investment. Quite rightly people felt, why do we want 
trees down this street when we haven't got jobs and 
we haven't got community facilities. 

R - Does it look like the rioting will continue? 

C - I would imagine so now that somebody has been killed. 

I don't know why it’s continued so much longer in 
Liverpool than elsewhere. There's been very few people 
killed in Britian in situations like that and each' " 
time that has happened it's meant very lengthy con- 
confrontation with the police. I can't see that after 
a death, things will quiet down. I think they'll 
get alot worse in Liverpool. 
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Caroline described some of the tactics used by the rioters: 

- Electric milk trucks were switched on and headed, 
driverless, through police lines. People would turn 
them on, drive up towards the cops, and then jump out, 
leaving the machine to run through cop barricades. 

- The backing of the police shields are made from some 
kind of chemical that is highly flammable. The rioters 
threw petrol bombs that, on exploding, melted the 
backing of the shields. The shields fell off the cops, 
arms and made them a clear and easy target. 

- When it came to rioting and burning it was usually done 
on a class basis. In the streets people would discuss 
whether or not to burn down a place based on hew it 
treated people. For example, a furniture shop that 
charged high interest rates and wouldn't give credit, 
and also was owned by a relative of a cabinet minister, 
was burned and looted. Next door to it stood a commun¬ 
ity centre - and those people were phoned to come and 











get anything they needed out' of the building before it 
went up in flames along with the furniture shop. 

- There was alot of discussion of what to burn and why. 
Some shops were spared because they did grant 
credit, helped welfare people out and didn't charge 
high interest rates...if those shops happened to be 
next to a shop targeted for burning, the owners were 
called and people helped them clear their stuff out 
and save anything they wanted to save. 

- People were looting like crazy - taking things they 
could never afford, like staves, fridges and televisions 
all necessary but ridiculously expensive. People were 
helping others load up cars and vans with stuff. 

Caroline said it was like a festival - lots of laughing 
and excitement, and that the cops were doing very little 
to stop them. 

- She also talked about the kinds of things that had been 
going on previous to the riots: the influx of nation¬ 
al front types, beating up on blacks and east indians: 
police harrassment and beating of blacks, east indiar.s 
and gay men and women: huge numbers of young men and 
women on unemployment: no work: no money: nothing to 
do: anger at the Thatcher government for ridiculous 
policies. 

- During the three nights of rioting there were more 
people coming in from outside the area to take part... 
so it wasn't just local residents involved in the 
rioting, but also people from the surrounding area.

After the summer riots in Britian, a wave of repression 
fell upon the riot-torn slum areas. Special riot courts 
were set up to prosecute alleged rioters. To typify this 
repression is the story of Simon Los, an 18 year old 
Nottingham youth, who recieved a 3 year sentence for 
distributing leaflets that he had made up himself. They 
were called 'Burn Babylon Burn' and read in part, 'Let's 
fight against the system...Remember property is theft, 
so take only what you need and distribute the rest...'

AZIONE RIVOLUZIONARIA: 
STATEMENT AND 77 CHRONOLOGY 

A DOCUMENT FROM- AZIONE RIVOLUZIONARIA 


[The following document has been reprinted from Freedom , 
9th November/78, Vol. 29, No. 24] 

Debord rightly states that "daily life is the measure of 
all things: of the realization or, more often, the non- 
-realization of human relationships and of the use that 
we make of our time." Its plain that today the objective 
of revolution must be the liberation of daily life. A 
revolution failing to achieve this end would be a counter 
-revolution. It is us who must be liberated, it is our 
daily lives, and not generalizations such as 'history' or 
'society' . We see revolutionary liberation as a self-lib¬ 
eration leading to social liberation, and not as "mass 
liberation" nor "class liberation", which an elite, a 
hierarchy or a State always grows from. Any revolutionary 
group which sincerely wishes to eliminate the power of 
people over their fellow human beings must denude them¬ 
selves of all forms of power - hierarchies, property, 
fetishes - as well as bourgeois and bureaucratic traits 
which consciously or unconsciously reinforce authority 
and hierarchy. This is not only obviously true of the of¬ 
ficial parties but it is also generally true in a wider 
context. The problem can only be completely resolved,by 
the revolutionary process itself, but can also be parti¬ 
ally resolved through a drastic rethink by the revolu¬ 
tionary and his/her group. 

Azione Rivoluzionaria has been called an "anarchist group" 
w^th great displeasure it would seem, by the official 
caryatids who try to monopolise the term. What brought us 
together was, in actual fact an affinity in our respec¬ 
tive cultural experiences which can be defined as anarco- 
communist. One of the first actions of the group - the 
wounding of Mammoli, the doctor responsible for the mur¬ 
der of the anarchist Serantini - was sweet revenge, the 
evening up of an old account which was weighing heavily 
on anarchist consciences, as did also the assasination of 
Pinelli. It is also a testimony of an anarchist presence 
in the actual struggle. But that's not all there was to 
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it, even if contributing to the struggle in any way has 
become a categorical imperative for everybody. The urgent 
need for an anarco-communist intervention came from our 
reflections on recent history, both as regards May 68 in 
France and the re-emergence of a revolutionary movement 
in Italy this year. Our attention was drawn, above all, 
to certain characteristics of this movement which was 
marked by a distinct antiauthoritarian tendency, which in 
any case had always been present, but also by an almost 
total break with the past. 

The new movement has rejected both the historical monster 
of soviet marxism and that insipid hybrid, Italian marx¬ 
ism, overflowing with slimy and hypocritical personalties, 
Jesuit servants of any power, makers of unheeded appeals 
(the latest being that of Bobbio and company for the for¬ 
mation of a kind of SS of the Resistence against terror¬ 
ism - a truly grotesque notion) . It has also rejected the 
myth of the 'industrial proletariat as the revolutionary 
class' - a myth which led the movement of 1968 up a blind 
alley and which has today provided a good excuse for all 
the "extra-parliamentary" opportunism. Proof of this lies 
in the fact that the groups who most faithfully tried to 
reflect the notion the central importance of the working 
class are the very groups who have been most easily sucked 
back into reformist politics. Proof lies also in the space 
the PCI (Italian Communist Party) has given inside the 
party to the "trontian faction" (1), in itself a classic 
action of incorporation aimed at people outside the party. 

Liberation from this myth has unleashed and will unleash 
a number of forces. The movement of 77 is only a precurser 
of these. 

At least three other aspects must, be underlined: 

1) The movement has intuitively guessed that, notwith¬ 
standing the fact that people have talked about marxist 
science and scientific critique of capitalistic society 
for more than a century, critical analysis itself has made 
relatively little progress. Indeed this "scientific cri¬ 
tique" has played a regressive and oppressive role in the 
consciousness of the masses, enforcing total adherence to 
the society of capital. 

The contradictions of capitalism and of its development. 
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on which this scientific critique was based, have been 
neutralized along with the main contradiction, which is 
that between labour and capital. After spending a century 
bogged down in the objective conditions of the commercial 
world, the movement has realised that it is necessary to 
shift analysis and research in the direction of the con¬ 
tradictions between this world and the needs, desires 
and dreams of the individuals who live in it, and that it 
is also necessary to establish a critique, not of classes 
but of individuals - the flesh and blood protagonists, 
not conceptual abstractions. 

The movement is conscious of being the only contradiction 
of the capitalist system because it embodies those human 
traits still not suppressed by the process of de-humani¬ 
sation, de-personalisation and massification. 

2) The movement does not reject the class struggle but 
enters into it in person. Action is always direct. No 
matter what the objective results are, the subjective con¬ 
sequences become fundamental. Direct action makes people 
conscious of themselves as individuals who can actually 
change their destiny and regain control over their own 

lives.’ 

3) The movement recognises full well the inadequacy of 
the old socialist project, in all its variations. All the 
institutions and values of a hierarchial society have out¬ 
lived their "function". There is no social reason for the 
existence of property and classes, for monogamy and the 
patriarchy, fcr hierarchy and authority, for bureaucracy 
and the State. These institutions and values, together 
with cities and schools, etc. have reached their histor¬ 
ical limits. The whole social universe is in deep crises, 
and not just in Italy. Here several features are more a- 
cutely felt than elsewhere. But the more the crises deep¬ 
ens the more instances are witnessed of the reactionary 
aspects of the socialist project, whether it be maoist, 
trotskyist or stalinist, preserving as it does the con¬ 
cepts of hierarchy, authority and the State as a part of 
the post-revolutionary future, and as a consequence also 
hanging onto the concepts of "nationalised" property and 
the class of the "dictatorship of the proletariat." 
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Until recently attempts to resolve the contradictions 
created by urban development, by centralization, and by 
bureaucratization, were looked upon as a vain 'counter- 
-tendency' to progress and a 'counter-tendency' further¬ 
more, which could be dismissed as utopian and reaction¬ 
ary. Those who dared to speak of a decentralized society 
and of a humanitarian community in harmony with nature 
and with the needs of individuals were branded as 'roman¬ 
tic reactionaries'. Even in the recent media campaign 
against Azione Rivoluzionaria. the regime's mercenary 
writers went as far as to submerge themselves entirely in 
hilarious interpretations of Luddism which they surely 
must have picked up from an activist's manual published 
by the Rinascita group (2). 

The verdict of the movement, and above all of young peo¬ 
ple, has been the exact opposite. Their love of nature is 
a reaction against this highly artificial urban environ¬ 
ment and its products. Their informality of dress and of 
behaviour is a reaction against standarisation and formal¬ 
ity in modern institutionalized life. Their predisposi¬ 
tion to direct action is a reaction against the bureau- 
cratisation and centralisation of society. Their tendency 
to avoid work and insist on their right to be lazy, re¬ 
flects a growing anger with the senseless industrial 
routine which is fed by the modern mass methods of pro¬ 
duction of the factory, the office and the school. Their 
intense individualism is, indeed, a decentralisation in 
fact of social life, a personal withdrawal from mass so¬ 
ciety. 

The movement knows that the so-called 'romantic' or, if 
you prefer, anarchist conceptions of a balanced community 
- direct democracy, humanitarian technology, decentralis¬ 
ed society - are not only desirable but necessary: ‘they 
form the very conditions for human survival and are 'prac¬ 
tical' projects. 

Let's take the question of energy as an example. The in- 
ustrial revolution has increased the quantity of energy 
used. Although it is certainly true that pre-industrial 
societies relied principally on animal and human labour, 
it cannot be denied that in many regions of Europe a more 
complex system of energy provision had developed, integra¬ 
ting different resources, the use of water, for instance. 
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being combined with that of a large' variety of fuels. 

The industrial revolution destroyed these regional models 
o-f energy provision, replacing them first with coal and 
then coal with oil. The regional integrated models of en¬ 
ergy supply have disappeared and there is no need to be 
reminded of this role this break with regionalism has

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played in bringing about the pollution of air and water, 
the devastation of whole regions and, finally, the pros¬ 
pect of running out of resources. We have been left with 
a choice: on one hand there are the solar energy collec 
tors, wind-powered turbines and hydroelectric resources 
which, if taken on singly, do not .provide a solution to 
our energy problems but which, together, as an organic 
model developed on the energy potential of a region, 
could amply satisfy the needs of a 'decentralized' society 
and reduce to a minimum the use of harmful fuels; on the 
other hand, a system of energy based on radioactive ma¬ 
terials which will lead to a widespread contamination of 
the environment - at first in a subtle manner, but then 
on a massively destructive scale. 

The forces of death and destruction have been quick to 
back this latter solution, with the 'BerlinguerLans' on 
their heels. Indeed, in some cases the Beriinguerians 
have actually been the standard bearers (at Genova (4), 










in order to defend 'occupational levels' the technicians 
of PCI dreamed up an Ansaldo that will nuclearize the 
whole planet - a suicidal policy which has forced the 
comrades of the Brigate Rosse to put several of these 
people in hospital for observation). By labelling as 'ro¬ 
mantic' that powerful anti-nuclear movement which has de¬ 
veloped in the USA, in Germany and also lately in Italy, 
the Berlinguerians are trying to pose as realists. But in 
truth they are limiting themselves to dining wherever cap¬ 
ital craps. 

If the ideas emerging from the movement haven't yet taken 
on the form of the possible and constructive project, 
this is for various reasons. Above all, the movement has 
not yet shed the ideologies of the past; it is still in 
the process of freeing itself of them. Secondly, after a 
century of 'socialist realism’ to venture into the realm 
of the possible is a psychologically arduous task. Thirdly, 
the perversion of the productive forces has reached such 
a point that the task of 'reconstruction' seems beyond 
human capabilities. The destruction of the natural and 
social environment by capitalism has already had such a 
deep impact that it generates an almost total acceptance 
of itself as an irreversable process. But there is a po¬ 
litical reason for this, in particular: the forces of the 
past are well organized and experienced in the art of 
death and destruction. The German concentration camps 
still give off smoke. 



There also exist other important arguments for embarking 
on this project. If the movement is unable to find a prac¬ 
tical solution to the general crises it will be swallowed 
up in the process or, which amounts to the same thing, 
its ideas will end up being perverted through putrid 
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channels.. It suffices to see how the 1968 uprising was 
diverted into the abortive 'councils' in the neighbour¬ 
hoods, factories, schools etc. (Which just goes to show 
that the Berlinguerians also dine where we^ crap). Of 
course our methods must not be those of the Berlinguer¬ 
ians, who have entrusted their medium-term projects to 
four or five 'super organic intellectuals'(5). 

A critical and constructive presence is necessary, but 
must go together with a similar negative and destructive 
one. This, through armed struggle, is today the only 
means of gaining attention and credibility for any pro¬ 
ject. The movement is faced not by intermediaries, but 

by the forces of death and destruction, and the deeper 
the economic, social arid political crises become, the 
more these tighten their ranks in preparation for the 
final struggle. They see the state as their last chance 
for self-preservation... 

The social and political forces are becoming increasing¬ 
ly independent of the masses and increasingly dependent 

on the state. Thev have no other weapon but 'forced con¬ 
sensus', which is imposed with a measure of terror to 
counteract the growing antagonism they face. Father cap¬ 
ital has called his faithful together. The defense of 
this state at any price, indeed its reinforcement through 
terroristic methods, is their common denominator. 

Such a coalition of statist forces can only be defeated 
in a war of attrition, by the opening up of an internal 
battle front which will form a focus of opposition around 
which the existing forces of opposition can gather. The 
Italian situation is exceptional. It cannot be compared 
to that of Germany for instance, because of the sheer 
size of the internal front, the exictance of a movement 
which does not isolate the guerrillas but enables them, 
rather, to increase in numbers. 

Azione Rivoluzionaria was born with one eye on the exper¬ 
iences of the RAF and their analysis of the process in^ 
action in Germany, and with the other on the characteris¬ 
tics and forces of the movement in Italy which relate to 
the existing armed struggle guerrilla groups. It is a co¬ 
alition of statist forces that must be defeated, and not 
one single force on its own. Those pistol shots fired at 
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Ferrero (see Chronicle) were not only directed at an ac¬ 
tive agent of the psychological counter-guerrilla movement 
- one of many such movements - but at the coalition as a 
whole and at the campaign of lies, defamation and false 
accusations which it wages in an attempt to isolate the 
guerrilla morally and politically. This campaign has, of 
course, been carried out by the PCI itself in Bologna and 
Rome, with the open support and protection of the securi¬ 
ty services. 

To allow freedom of action to any one of the components 
of this coalition is to allow it to cover up the terror¬ 
ism of the state from a left-wing stance, and to carry 
out the recuperation of the social forces outside the 
party; these, because deprived of their own means of po¬ 
litical expression, are susceptable to heavy pressure. 

The work of the security forces and of Pecchioli, aimed 
at physical elimination of the guerrillas, goes hand in 
hand with the appeals by Trombadori and his friends that 
they should be denied any kind of political identity (6). 
Together, these campaigns prepare the ground for the work 
of recuperation through the subservient unemployed work¬ 
ers' leagues (7), the new university movement led by Oc- 
chetto (a noted PCI hack) and the serenades of Asor Rosa, 
promising nothing. Such recuperators are carrying out 
distinct, specific tasks which, taken together, form part 
of a common project, the image of which can already be 
seen in the 'super-prisons' (supercarceri) now being 
built. It is therefore no accident that the big row gen¬ 
erated by the wounding of Ferrero diverted attention from 
the attacks against the prison in Livorno and the super¬ 
prison of Florence.... 

Our rejection of the myth of the industrial proletariat 
as the revolutionary class does not mean that we disap¬ 
prove of the actions of the Brigate Rosse and Prima Linea. 
These have relieved the pressure which capitalism puts on 
workers to preserve its domination over them. Punitive 
actions carried out against those who impose their disci¬ 
pline in the workplace or actions to slow down the process 
of accumulation, are essential in enabling the revolution¬ 
ary minority present in factories to obtain its freedom 
of action. It is, however, important that they do not be¬ 
come yet another contribution to the myth, a dangerous 
form of conditioning and adhesion to the 'workerist' point 
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of view, with the result that the essential mechanism of 
the coalition is allowed to function. 

To the people who turn up their noses (and there are many 
who do: the anarchist movement) when faced with the form¬ 
ation of a clandestine group, we would point out that the 
dangers of centralization, bureaucratism and alienation 
have historically revealed themselves to be more consis¬ 
tent with ’open' or'legal' forms of organisation, in which 
these dangers become a solid reality. As for those who 
still entertain illusions of non-violence, if our argu¬ 
ments have not been sufficient, an increasingly clear one 
will be provided by the state and its terroristic appara¬ 
tus. 

Our ideas on organisation, although still in their forma¬ 
tive stages, tend towards a model well-known to the revo¬ 
lutionary movment, initially tried out in Spain in the 
30s, but then obscured from view by the so-called 'col¬ 
lectives' and 'communes' of American radicals. By this we 
mean affinity groups, rather like 'families' based not on 
those lines traditionally associated with families but on 
deeply 'sympathetic* relationships marked by a great de¬ 
gree of reciprocal trust, in:imacy and personal knowledge 
between the members. Whether they are formed in a partic¬ 
ular locality or through other connections, these groups 
must necessarily remain small, both in order to guaran-tee 
that these characteristics are maintained and to guard 
against infiltration. 

The affinity group tends on one hand to do away with re¬ 
lationships based only on efficiency and, on the other, 
to go against the schizofrenic division of private life 
from collective life - a division which lies at the base 
of both ppportunism and the lack of clear relationships 
between comrades, as well to constant uncertainities and 
despair,.

(2) Rinascita is the Italian Communist Party's theortical 
journal, founded by Togliatti in the postwar era. 

(3) The term 'Berlinguerians' here refers to the faithful 
followers of the line laid down by the PCI secretary, En¬ 
rico Berlinguer.

(4) Genova was/is the scene of many hard confrontations 
between what we might call 'moderates' in the communist- 
-controlled union CGIL and more sensible elements who be¬ 
longed to a variety of other organizations. 

(5) An ironic reference to Gramsci's absurd concept of 
the 'organic intellectual', i.e. an 'intellectual' from 
the ranks of the working class (read for this working 
class PCI member who theoretically cannot but move in a 
revolutionary direction).

ACTIONS OF AZIONE RIVOLUZIONARIA IN 1977 


Pisa, 30 March 1977 Alberto Mammoli, who was the prison 
doctor at the time (May 1972) of the death of the young 
anarchist Franco Serrantini in the prison and responsible, 
with others, for his death, was seriously wounded in the 
legs by a young man who fired three pistol shots at him. 

In a leaflet AR claimed responsibility for the action, 
stating, "Mammoli was not killed because there were others 
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equally to blame, but he was .still politically, morally 
and professionally responsible for the murder of Franco 
Serantini." 

Milan, 30 April 1977 Two big explosions at 5.15 am. hit 
the regional offices of the 'labour exchange' and Opel 
showroom. "During the night" it was stated in a communiqu 
put out by AR, "a group of comrades struck, for more or 
less demonstrative reasons, a series of targets which 
present 'clean labour'. The 'labour exchange', although a 
marginal institution as regards the capitalist labour 
market, represents above all the will of the bosses the 
reformists to 'place us' in any way in the world of ex¬ 
ploitation". The attack on Opel was similarly an attack 
against the use of torture techniques and annihilation of 
comrades in the Federal Republic of Germany. 

Florence, 17 July 1977 A series of explosions seriously 
damage the prisons being built at Sollicciano. The 'Armed 
Nuclei of Azione Rivoluzionaria' claim responsibility. 

Livorno, 17 July 1977 At_ the same time this group damages 
the engine of a crane and huts in the building site of 
the prison being built at Via Padula in the Scaldiano 
quarter. 

Cirie (Turin), 2 August 1977 Two bombs explode alongside 
the perimeter walls of the IPCA factory: the famous 'can¬ 
cer factory' so-called because many workers employed there 
died of cancer. The 'Armed Nuclei of Azione Rivoluzionari; 
claim responsibility.

off at the rear of La Stampa building ( a Turin based na¬ 
tional daily paper owned - like many other things - by 
the FIAT car company) . AR claim responsibility, as part 
of the struggle against the regime's powerful reactionary 
press. 

Turin, 19 September 1977 The following day, Nino Ferrero, 
a journalist with the communist party daily L'Unita is 
wounded in the legs. In a long communique AR claim re¬ 
sponsibility for both actions. They explain that their 
attacks are intended to apportion responsibility for the 
control of the news in relation to the death of two com- 
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rades involved in a strike on the headquarters of FIAT 
newspapers. *

struments firm 'Kalle Infotex', for which AR claim res¬ 
ponsibility. 

k iygffl 0 * October 1977 A shoot-out between a 'commando 
unit of three people and the police lead to the arrest 
o.. the three for the attempted kidnapping of the son of 
an arm^ trader, Neri. During the next two davs two more 
comrades are arrested and charged for the same offence.

tactics and strategy of the proletariat (and of its re¬ 
volutionary organizations) along its road to economic 
emancipation, may have a certain validity. 


The bulk of the problems raised by the discussion, from 
the question of the legitimacy of revolutionary organ¬ 
isation, to the relationshin between armed struggle and 
the mass movement, cannot be dealt with outside a genera] 
context in which the trends of the struggle, the balance 
of power between classes and the evaluation of the real 
stakes implicit in this phase of history are analysed... 


.....One must pinpoint the ripening of contradictions, tl 
answer of capital to the developing social antagonism, 
the strenghtening of this answer at the international 





level, the internal transformation of class composition 
inside this process. The balance of power has changed on 
a world scale. On the one hand, the new self-assertion 
by the proletariat - its capacity to exist in confrontation 
with this new reality - and, on the other hand, the spring¬ 
ing up of complex forms of organization and of subjective 
Initiative which are the means to reproduce class antagon¬ 
ism and confrontation.... 

....Today, the degree of development of the productive 
forces and the evident display of class an’tagonism define 
the degree of inter-connection and homogeneity arrived 
to among different sections of human society. Capital 
responds to this through spreading and extending cap¬ 
italist relations of production over the entire complex 
society. No longer is there economic and productive 
activity which can be defined as 'OUTSIDE' the reality 
of the dominant relations of production. 

.The revolution today -is alive inside the struggles 

of different sections of the class and inside the dif¬ 
ferent guerrilla movements. Inside the metropolitan 
concentrations of advanced capitalism, as well as the 
developing countries, and the socialist States - which 
represent points of reference and concrete phases in the 
formation of an international social-co-operation and 
class consciousness of the international proletariat. 

.....Having said that., we don’t refer to the as 
diplomatic relations between political institutions - 
be they States or revolutionary organisations - but to 
the circulation of mass criticism in the dominant soc¬ 
ieties, to the world-wide circulation of mass criticism 
In the dominant societies, to the world-side circulation 
of the temporary experiences of armed struggle and the 
exercise of workers end proletarian power. 

....Capitalist commard will gradually assume a more defi¬ 
nite institutional fcrm in the coming phase. ...It will 
acquire more definite rules, depending on the extent of 
the success of the long nrocess of restructuring and the 
regrouping of social relationships. It's a choice made 
at the European level with a strong push towards the 
concentrations of power. As a result of this effort 
Bade by capital towards re-establishing its command, we 
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experience the de$truction of the proletariat as an ant¬ 
agonistic class; we have now a new definition of the cos 
ot reproduction of the class, driven back to be only a 
disciplined workforce, as well as a new definition of 
socially necessary labour time. 

This is obviously the reverse of the operation 
desired by the proletarian struggle of reducing labour 
time, denying capital the possibility of controlling 
the rhythms of production, income, wages and services 
for reproduction.The definition of the new industr¬ 

ial agreements, the restructuring of the sliding scale 
of wages, the reorganisation of institutions ruling 
the labour market by imposing mobility of labour and 
extending temporary and part-time work are the neces¬ 
sary steps for capital in order to complete the frag¬ 
mentation of every struggle to the working class.... 

....The apparati of capitalist command are concentrating 
on the proletariat in order to defeat it. This implies 
that every form of class struggle which doesn't turn 
into a generalised fight :1s doomed... .The whole anparatu 
of laws and of the magistrature which enforces them is 
being transformed in an e::fort to give a definite shape 
to new social relationships between strata which are 
emerging along with the restructuring of new forms of 
government and of the clash between classes. 

.. ..The war game played above all by the Carabinieri 
and the Magistrature becomes the method used to work out 
social relationships. Within this project, the contradi-r 
ctions between the different wings of the magistrature 
are overcome by their unifying dynamic to 'save (at any 
price) the democratic establishment'. In this tendency, 
some pf the magistrates accept to charge themselves with 
direct responsibilities, :o set up and lead structures 
of war. Entire strata of 'civil' servants are turned 
into military cadres. 

.Alessandrini's role In relation to this politico- 

military class is absolutely clear. He had been working 
for a long time in Milan on the 'data bank.' on terrorism 
he was directing a group of magistrates who had started 
to study the problems of armed struggle in Northern 
Italy and whose next job will be the bringing to trial o 
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Monna Premoli Fedarica Maroni ' 

The Red Brigades, in their usual precise stvle, freed 
four women Brigadists from an Italian jail just one 
month after kidnapping Dozier. According to the bour¬ 
geois press, six or seven guerrilas outside the pris¬ 
on spraved machinegun fire at the guards' position on 
the roof. Seconds later a powerful bomb, placed bet¬ 
ween the prison wall and a parked car, blew a hole in 
the reinforced cement and brick wall. Simultaneously, 
the four women prisoners overpowered a guard in the 
exercise yard and escaped through the hole. Once out¬ 
side, their comrades gave them machineguns to aid in 
their escape using cars waiting outside. 










communists and entire revolutionary organisations. All of 
this in a state of cofcplete clandestinity, trying to 
conceal his work from public view and especially the view 
of revolutionaries. 

....The difficulties that the revolutionaries have to face 
in hitting the fundamental structures of counter-insurgency 
cannot be concealed, bearing in mind the necessity of 
selecting the objectives (targets ?) in order to subordin¬ 
ate them to warfare operations, to fighting vanguards, to 
the HQ of the enemy. 

....The Magistrates who at the present time are dir¬ 
ecting, and often centralising, different stages of 
enquiry connected with the social extension of the command 
of capital are part of the oppressive cycle... .from the 
Parties to the Trade Unions and to the decentralised 
Administration of the State. 

....The forces of counter-insurgency, the paramilitary 
apparati dealing with anti-terrorism, be they attacked 
to particular Parties or social sectors. MUST BE ATTACK¬ 
ED. We must attack them in order to avoid their growing 
and centralising efficiently in the body of the class. 
Likewise, it's clear that indiscriminate criteria cannot 
be adopted. The•initiators of attack must be able to 
select the enemy who because of his/her role acts as 
a strategic pole. 

....In our opinion, for example, there has been a lot of 
ambiguities in discussing and judging the execution of 
ROSSA by the Red Brigades. Both the critics of thi& 
operation and the comrades of the BR lacked a precise 
political judgement on the political class which, in this 
phase, takes as its own responsibilities- some of the 
tasks of the counter-revolution. The problem is not the 
hysterical attack of the reformists, but, rather the 
role and the personnel that they produce directly con¬ 
nected with the war, quite similar to the Special Anti- 
Terrorist Nuclei.
